Doctor Dies After Suffering Thirty 
Years Trom X-ray Burn* 

After nearly thirty years of acute 
suffering duo to bis scientific experi¬ 
ments, l)r. John Francis Hall Eil 
wards, one of the first to follow In the 
path of Roentgen, discoverer of X- 
ray*,, died in London, aged 63. 

Ho began experiments with X rays 
Immediately after the announcement 
of their discovery In 1896 and soon 
contracted dermatitis, caused by X- 
ray burns, which beta me so serious 
after six years that It necessitated 
amputation of his left arm and the 
greater part of his right hand. This 
did not prevent him from experiment¬ 
ing further.

and surgery.

about the question at Issue I find It 
quite unnecessary to listen to nn ora¬ 
tor who repeats in a stinunarlr.ed, and 
generally garbled. form llie informa¬ 
tion I already possess; knowing what 
I do, I am quite capable of making up 
my own mind on tho subject under 
discussion without listening to rhetor¬ 
ical persuasions. If. on the other 
hand, I know nothing. It Is not to tho 
public speaker that I turn for the In¬ 
formation on which to base my Judg 
merit. The acquisition of full and ac¬ 
curate knowledge about any given 
subject la a lengthy anil generally bor¬ 
ing process, entailing the reading or 
many hooks, the collating of nutner 
oiks opinions It therefore follows. 
Inevitably, tlmt the imparting or 
i knowledge* can never be part of a pun 
lie speaker’s work, for the simple rea¬ 
son that it Ids speeches are lwiring 
and lengthy and holing and lengthy 
they must be. if lie 1* to give anything 
like a fair and full account of tho 
facts nobody will listen to him. 

Now it happens that I have a pre¬ 
judice in favor of information. I like 
to know what I am doing and why. 
Hence, when 1 am Ignorant. I go to 
the library, not to a public meeting. 
In the library, I know. I shall be able 
to collect enough facts to permit mo | 
to form an opinion of any own.
